“This requires immediate ac- 
tion on the part of the United Na- 
tions.” 

Then he charged that peace 
deteriorated during the last year 
as “the direct outcome of the ag- 
gressive policies of the Atlantic 
bloc.” 

He accused the United States 
of driving other nations to re- 
armament by pressure so that the 
United States could maintain its 
economy.

U.S. Plans Big Expansion of Arms 
Buying in Canada, Official Says 


Deputy Minister Also Discloses That Tariff 
Barriers to Exports to This Country 
Have Been Partly Overcome. 


Mackenzie, Canada’s defense pro- 
deputy minister, an- 
nounced today that the United 
States is planning a big expan- 
sion in Canadian ams pur- 
chases and disclosed that two 
major barriers to increased arms 
sales to the United States have 
been partly overcome. 

These were high tariffs on Ca- 
nadian -manufactured armament 
and the Buy American Act of 
1934 which limited the amount of 
armament the United States fight- 
ing forces could buy from Can- 
ada and other countries. 

3 Production Announcements. 

Mackenzie disclosed _ specific- 
ally: 

1. An order placed by the Unit- 
ed States for 40 T36A Beechcraft 
planes to be produced by Can- 
adair Ltd., of Montreal, is to be 
“considerably increased” when 
production gets under way. 

2. An initial order for 109 
Beaver aircraft, under production 
at the DeHavilland in Toronto is 
to be doubled soon, and to be fol- 
lowed up with “further orders 
for even larger numbers.” 

3. Similar expansion in United 
States contracts will be developed 
for such equipment as the .three- 
inch naval guns and Harvard 
trainer aircraft.

But when it is measured 
in terms of a business decline 
and unemploymen$t in soft goods 
industries, like textiles and wear- 
+ing apparel and shoe, it takes on 

a magnitude that this nation can- 

not afford to ignore.” 

Tobin said that most of the 

20,000,0000 persons whose pay 
_ had not kept pace with living 
costs, were. in the white collar 


ized. ‘He insisted that to bring 
those workers up to date with 
cost of living pay boosts would 
not be inflationary. 

Tobin repeated his demand for 
repeal of the Taft-Hartley act, 
which he called “a roadblock in 
the path of progress.” 

The CIO declared last night it 
would “never submit*to discrim- 
inatory wage freezes,” and Presi- 
dent Philip Murray warned his 


United Steel Workers they may. 


have to strike to win a wage in- 
crease in negotiations which open 
in a few weeks. 


Murray said the Government. 


“may have a bludgeon in its 
hand to bash our brains in” but 
that his steelworkers will. endure 
all “hazards” to. win “a little 
more bread and butter.” 

The thirteenth annual conven- 
tion of the CIO adopted a resolu- 
tion saying it would “never sub- 
mit to discriminatory wage freezes 
or unfair policies of any other 
kind” after hearing Murray’s 
speech and urgings from two 
other leaders to ignore the fed- 
eral wage stabilization board’s 
rules in wage negotiations. 

Murray assailed’ the Govern- 
ment’s economic stabilization pro- 
gram as unfair and unreasonable 
because it controls wages more 
strictly than prices and employers’ 
profits. 

May Be ‘Forced’ to Strike. . 

“It may be that workers will 
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through no fault of their own,” 
he said, 

He did not mention the steel- 
workers as among 
who would be “forced” into strik- 
ing, but he often has said that 
the steelworkers will demand a 
bigger rise than the 5 cents an 
hour they would be allowed. by 
the WSBs present policy.

Presidents Joseph A. Beirne of 
the Communications Workers , of 
America and Emil Rieve,of the 
Textile Workers, both CIO mem- 
bers of the WSB, urged the CIO 
to ignore the board’s rules in 
wage negotiations and seek as 
large increases as possible. 

Today the convention heard a 
prediction that political money 
will be “flowing like water” in 
the 1952 campaigns in attempts 
to buy victory. 

“You're going to see the most 
brazen attempt to buy public of- 
fice that .|has ever been seen in 
this country,” said Jack Kroll of 
Cincinnati, head of the CIO Po- 
litical Action Committee, in a 
prepared speech.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (AP)—

}has American officials worrying

| Burmese Government. 


The officials say increasing 
imnumbers of Communist agents 
and military supplies are reported 
to be moving across the Chinese 
border to bolster Chinese rebels 
in northern Burma. 


Meanwhile, they say, an esti- 

mated 150,000 Chinese Com- 
| munist troops are extended along 

the mountainous frontier between 
Burma and China. 

Fear of Communist reaction has 

iled the Burmese government, 

headed by Premier Tahkin Nu, 
to rebuff nearly all offers of 
United States military aid, these 
officials say. 

The outlook for the West in 
the five-year-old fight against 
Communist-led rebels in neigh- 
boring Indochina is now brighter. 
But this optimism is tempered by 
a fear that the Communists can 
undo this prospective victory by 
seizing control of Burma, thus 
outflanking Indochina. 

Burma lies south of China, 
west of Indochina and Siam, and 
adjoins India and the Bay of B. -- 
gal. About the size of Texas, it 
has a population of about 17,000,- 
000. It became an independent 
republic in 1948, after being a 
part of the British empire since 
1612. It is a member of the '" it- 
ed Nations. 

The jittery Burmese apparently 


i fear accepting American military 


help might provoke the Chinese 
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Communists into invading the 
country. One offer of United 
States aid that has thus far gone 
unaccepted wag that of a military 
mission to help train and ‘possibly 
expand the Burmese army, now 
only 40,000 men. 

Recently, Burma accepted 10 
gunboats from the United States 
but only after making it clear it 
was doing so mainly to protec 
commercial vessels on Burmese 
rivers and not for military pur- 
poses. 


The only other aid the Burmese 
have accepted in the military 
field is assistance from the Unit- 
ed States in buying military 
equipment, 


The United States is providing 
limited quantities of economic aid 
to the Burmese from funds ap- 
propriated by Congress for aid to 
Southeast Asia, 


HYPNOTIST’S ‘SLEEP’ RECORDS 
MISLABELED, COURT RULES 


NEW YORK, Nov. 8 (INS)— 
The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals has ruled that phono- 
graph records designed to woo 
sleep come under the provisions 


of the federal Pure Food and 
Drug Act. 

The court based its ruling on 
the fact that sleep is a body 
function. 

It sent back to the eastern dis- 
trict court for retrial a civil ac- 
tion charging that distribution of 
the records of Hypnotist Ralph 
Slater violated the law because 
they were misbranded. The dis- 
trict court originally threw out 
the suit. The circuit court held 
yesterday that the labeling was 
misleading because Slater’s abil- 
ity to induce sleep was called 
“uncanny” and “phenomenal.”

Although American policy in 
Europe has been rather success- 
ful, Nixon continued, the failure 
in ‘the Far East is certain to be 
one of three major campaign is- 
sues over which the 1952 presi- 
dential election will be fought. 
The other two, he said, are gov- 
ernment corruption and the Dem- 
ocrats’ “trend toward Socialism.” 

On Investigating Committee. 

Nixon, 38 years old, is a mem- 
ber of the Senate Investigating 
Committee and has been instru- 
mental in disclosing evidence of 
political influence in Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation loans. 

A sign that political corruption 
may be “the really great issue” 
in 1952 was given Tuesday, Nixon 
declared, by Rudolph Halley's 
capture of the New York city 
council presidency and the elec- 
tion of Democrat Joseph S. Clark 
Jr. as mayor of’ Philadelphia. 

“In each instance,” Nixon said, 
“the election turned not on na- 
tional but on local issues, but in 
each it was the rebellion of the 
people against a corrupt city ma- 
chine.” 

Urges U.S. World Leadership. 

Not only must the United States 
be strong in weapons and in do- 
mestic economy to win the strug- 
gle against Russia, he declared, 
but there must be an effective 


-bipartisan program of internal 


security as well as_ effective 
American leadership in the world- 
wide battle of ideas—democracy 
versus communism 

Nixon said the “United States

* President ‘Truman presented the new disarma- 
ment plan sponsored by the United States, Brit- 
ain and France with the utmost seriousness. He 
said it had been most carefully prepared; that 
it was offered in good faith and should be con- 
sidered in good faith. He painted a glowing pic- 
ture of the benefits to mankind that would arise 
from a universal determination to lift the bur- 
den of armaments and dispel the fear of war. 
The plan must, then, be considered as some- 


thing more than just a tactical maneuver to take — 


the peace initiative away from the Soviet Union 
at the General Assembly session in Paris. 
Viewed as an earnest plea for substantive ac- 
complishment, the President’s address would 
have been stronger had he focused on the fore- 
ground as well as the distant hills. His initiative 
for disarmament calls for a parallel initiative to 
reach the political settlements which would 
make disarmament possible, and this was misé- 
ing from the President’s speech. 


Mr. Truman recognized the connection be- 
tween disarmament and its political conditions 
when he said that so long as the Korean war: and 
major political issues remain unsettled, real 
progress toward arms reduction “may not be 
possible.” The Big Three statement outlining the 
plan was more specific. It declared that the 
major political issues which have divided the 
world “must” be settled concurrently with the 
disarmament plan’s coming into effect. 


Continued American silence on the British 
and .French proposals for high-level diplomatic 
talks between East and West, therefore, may 
prove to be an embarrassment to the new dis- 
armament plan. Mr. Truman has understandable 
reasons for hesitating to sign up for another 
conference with Stalin. Yet unless he shows un- 
mistakable willingness to discuss those major 
political issues whose settlement he recognizes 
as a condition of disarmament, some of the value 
of his initiative in the latter field may be lost. 


As for the disarmament plan itself, it repre- 
sents.a promising new approach which deserves 
the conscientious study of the delegates at Paris. 

.As any disarmament plan would be, it is com- 
plex and full of practical difficulties. For exam- 
ple, while a verified inventory of armed forces 
and armaments is certainly the necessary first 
step, it might be difficult to work out the details 
of conducting such an inventory by successive 
stages, each to be completed before the next one 
starts. How could a U.N. inspector be permitted 
to count a nation’s rifles without also being 
given the opportunity to count something else? 


A more serious question arises over atomic 
weapons, which would presumably be the last to 
be inventoried. Mr. Truman says the U.N. plan 
for international ownership and management of 
atomic energy plants “fits right into” his new 
proposal. But is he really confident that the 
Senate, which would have to ratify any U.N. 
agreement, would now consent to the transfer of 
American atomic facilities to U.N. control? And 
if both the Senate and the Soviet Union should 
insist on retaining national sovereignty in atomic 
energy, bow would atomic weapons be geared 
into the inventory and other aspects of the dis- 
armament plan? 

Discussion at Paris may bring out the answers 
to such questions. Meanwhile, the President will 
have the backing of the country in his warning 
that under present conditions the West cannot 
afford to let down its guard or slacken its de- 
fense effort. 

Much as we would prefer to gain peace and 
security through disarmament, we dare not aban- 
don the defense program unless and until the 
conditions of agreed and safeguarded disarma- 
ment are established. While rearmament con- 
tinues, the delegates at Paris have a solemn obli- 
gation to strive for the establishment of those 
conditions. For as the President said: 


“The nations are not helpless chips in the tide 
of events. They can control their destiny, if they 
will. The burden of arms can be lifted. It can 
be done. And if it is done, think what a prospect 
would open up for the future of mankind.”

An Important Tax Decision 

In recent years, some business firms have 
found it advantageous to give or sell their plants 
to colleges or charitable institutions, and then 
to continue to use them under lease from the 
new owner. Frequently such companies have be- 
come the indirect beneficiaries of the privileged 
tax status of the institutional owner. Some of 
them have virtually achieved tax exemption for 
a fee. 

At a time when the returns on college en- 
dowments are relatively low and expenses are 
high, it is understandable that some schools 
should avail themselves of this and similar de- 
vices to increase their income. Since the deals 

. are legal, it is equally understandable that some 
firms should take advantage of them. But prob- 
lems arise because these arrangements do put’ 
some firms on a different tax footing from oth- 
ers. Also they reduce the revenues of governing 


bodies, especially municipalities. Recognizing © 


this, Congress at least partly plugged the loop- 
hole so far as federal income taxes are con- 
cerned. 

This was done in the Revenue Acts of 1950 
and 1951. Now the courts have set further limits 
in the Century Electric Co. case. This company 
sold its foundry to William Jewell College of 
Liberty, Mo., in 1943, and took back a lease for 
95 years. Century argued that the true value of 
the foundry was $381,710 greater than the sum 
received from the college and claimed a tax loss 
based on this difference. 

Both the United States Tax Court and the 
United States Court of Appeals, however, held 
that the company occupied the same status, so 
far as use of the foundry was concerned, before 
and after the sale, and so had suffered no de- 
ductible loss. Holding that the company’s capi- 
tal investment was in the leasehold rather than 
in the actual ownership of the property, the 
court also ruled that it would have to spread 
depreciation over 95 years instead of the much 
shorter time claimed. 

These can be hard cases, They range all the 
way from genuine benefactions to outright tax 
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dodges. Tt is desirable that gifts to eminently 
worthy institutions should not be discouraged. 
At the same time, the public interest must be 
protected against unfair discrimination. 


What possible interest can Kansag City have 
in the pending unit control bill to reform man- 
agement of the St. Louis public school system? 
The answer is none at all—and most emphatic- 
ally so—as a glance at the facts will show. 

In the first place, the measure would apply 


populations of more than 500,000. St. Louis is 
the anly city in the state that fits that formula. 
Kansas City is ruled out because its population 
is about 457,000. 

Second, Kansas City already has a unit con- 
trol system and has had it for a number of years. 
The fact that St. Louis is attempting to reach 
the same goal should bé of no concern on the 
other side of the state. If anything, the Kansas 


City school board should be helping push the 


St. Louis proposal. 

Finally, there is the fact that until now nobody 
in Kansas City has shown the slightest interest 
in the St. Louis bill. Amos Burks, legislative 
representative ofthe Kansas City board, told the 
Post-Dispatch that to his knowledge ‘the Katisas 
City board had never even discussed it. . 


Yet when Senator Edgar J. Keating of Kansas 
City suddenly. asked that action on the bill be 
delayed, Senator David A. Hess promptly agreed. 
Mr. Keating’s strange request raised Senate eye- 
brows. But for Senator Hess, it was a matter of 
senatorial courtesy, with no questions asked and 
none answered. 

Is this just another parliamentary maneuver 
whose real purpose is to kill the bill demanded 
by so many St. Louisans? A great many people 
are bound to think so, especially in view of the 
half-hearted support that unit control has re- 
ceived from some St. Louis Senators. / 


As the St. Louis delegation should know by, 
now, unit control would streamline administra- 
tion of the city’s schools, enable the school board 
to place responsibility with its superintendent 
instead of wastefully dispersing it among sev- 
eral officials, and lead to more efficient spending 
of school funds, some of which come from the 
State Treasury. 

But most important is the fact that the vast 
majority of interested St. Louisans demand that 
the bill, with the addition of certain amendments 


on teacher tenure, become law. St. Louis sena- 


tors certainly can get it through their chamber. 
If they fail, the voters will know where to place 
the blame. 


Corruption Plus Cameras 

If there is a moral for the 1952 campaign in 
the New York and Philadelphia elections, it is 
that the major parties will find it desirable to 
keep their political faces clean. Then they can 
appear on television. 

A strong public reaction to corrupt govern- 
ment has set in. It forced Philadelphia Repub- 
licans, after 68 years in office, to run the Rev. 
Daniel A. Poling for mayor. He promised to 
clean house, but it was too late. A long record 
of civic scandals involving embezzlements, ex- 
tortions and law enforcement evicted the Re- 
publicans and elected Democrat Joseph S. Clark. 


In New York, young Rudolph Halley had sup- 
port from neither major party. But he had on 
his side the city’s record of graft and gangster- 
ism under Tammany Hall Democrats, which he 
had helped to expose as counsel for the Senate 
crime inquiry. It was enough to elect Halley to 
the city’s second office, that of council president. 


Moreover, television proved its political power. 
It had brought Halley, as a Senate investigator, 
before New Yorkers. They showed that they 
knew him wherever he went on his unique 
“guided tour of historic sites of Costello’s New 
York,” which included mob strongholds and “‘dis- 
Gracie Mansion.” No matinee idol and no dema- 
gogue either, Halley’s determination in pursuit 
of corruption glowed through the TV cameras. 

At this point nobody can quite expect the 
frank glare of television to expose a candidate’s 
sense of public morality. But obviously many 
Americans are in no mood to accept candidates 
who exposed themselves in public office. 
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Taft in Campaigners’ Spectacles 

The intellectual gymnastics of political aspir- 
ants, especially those bitten by the presidential 
bug, are a never-ending source of wonderment. 
What else can produce results more strange than 
these efforts to be all things to all men? Con- 
sider a current case supplied by Senator Taft: 

Appealing for the support of Southern farm- 
ers, he declared his opposition to price subsidies 
because they mean government regulation. But 
he added at once that “special considerations” 
justify subsidies for farmers. He rejected the 
Truman Administration’s Brannan Plan out of 
hand because that would mean “the elimination 
of liberty on the farm.” Instead, he suggested a 
system of price supports administered “at the 
discretion of some farm board rather than in ac- 
cordance with any formula fixed by law.” 

We, too. would prefer an economy without 
subsidies, although we doubt that we will get to 
see one, conditions being what they are. But if 
there must be subsidies and special protective 
arrangements of one kind or another for farm- 
ers, cattlemen, airlines, shipping companies and 
so on, we certainly hope that Congress will main- 
tain some control over them through laws, in- 
stead of turning over: such payments to the dis- 
cretion of representatives of their beneficiaries. 
The man who gets such a check, we are afraid, 
will almost always be too human to be trusted 
to put a limit on its amount. : 

We have a notion that Senator Taft feels like- 
wise. He has not built up much of a reputation 
as a champion of handouts. But just now he is 
looking through campaigners’ spectacles. — 
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Lookaway, Look-A-way 

A news dispatch from Texas about the cross- 
country fad of displaying Confederate battle 
flags refers to that flag as the Stars and Bars.

The Confederate battle flag, with its starry 
blue cross on a red field, was sometimes called 
the Southern Cross, but never the Stars and 
Bars.

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The Dilemma of Land Reform 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Splitting up holdings may make farming less efficient, historian 
says; U.S.S.R. has resolved this problem by collectivization, he 
holds; West must work out an even better way to resolve issue; 
agriculture should head in direction of greater industrialization.

The United States on Sept. 3 introduced 
in the United Nations Economic and Social 
Council a resolution proposing sweeping 
measures to improve the lot of the farmer 
throughout the world. 

Isador Lubin, head of the American 
delegation, told the council meeting at 
Geneva that land reform “can mean the 
difference between explosive tensions and 
stability, between apathy and hope, be- 
tween serfdom and citizenship.” 


Why should land reform be a concern 
of American foreign policy? 

Obviously the balance of world power 
may lie in the globe’s most populous 
and least technically developed areas, and 
at present this balance is in danger of 
swinging against the United States. 


The array of techniques at the command 
of Leninism-Stalinism for utilizing social 
and economic discontent includes an elab- 
orate tactical manual on “land reform.” 
The United States cannot ignore the pos- 
sibility that the world’s agrarian poverty 
might be a weapon in the hands of the 
U.S.S.R. 

One factor gives a common setting: the 
dislocating impact of Western industrial 
civilization on the local society. 

Our machine-driven system of produc- 
tion and exchange penetrates and dissolves 
the social and economic patterns of less 
dynamic cultures. 


Results of Commercialization 


As a result, in spite of all their differ- 
ences, the underdeveloped countries of the 
world are alike in being victims of this 
tremendous solvent. 

The “commercialization” of agriculture 
has meant the replacement of a predomi- 
nantly subsistence economy by cash crops 
to permit the nation’s purchase of indus- 
trial imports, which in turn undermine 
local handicrafts. 


The eeonomy of these areas inevitably 
becomes a dependent one, determined by 
external forces. This dependence may 
lead to a monoculture—coffee, sugar, rub- 
ber—which renders the whole of the econ- 
omy vulnerable to shock and depression, 
It gives the native inhabitants, rightly or 
wrongly, the dangerous sense that their 
country is being drained for the benefit 
of outsiders. 

Contact with the West is usually fol- 
lowed by a marked growth of the native 
population, sometimes, as on the island of 
Java, reaching astonishing proportions. 


Lafid reform largely concerns an effort 
to increase the return to the peasant culti- 
vator through reform of property relations 
by such means as redistributing land, re- 
vising laws on tenancies, or prohibiting 
excessive rents. It may, of course, include 
the consolidation of small parcels of land, 
but in most cases it is designed, and de- 
bated, as an equalizing measure. 

Against the advantages must be weighed 


the objection that creating a numerous 
class of small holders does not raise the 
level of agriculture and may well lower it. 


Land reform may not only destroy cer- 
tain economies present in large farms, but 
may also intensify the disastrous fragmen- 
tation of farms. 


The crucial question is what happens 
after the land reform. A successful small 
peasant agriculture is usually taken to 
mean a type of intensive and diversified 
cultivation. This type of peasant farming 
depends, however, on the right kind of 
climate and an adequate market for its 
produce—conditions not present in many 
areas. 


How the U.S.S.R. Does It 


A serious dilemma thus emerges. The 
failure to achieve land reform means the 
perpetuation of oppressive conditions for 
the mass of the cultivators and a source 
of social disturbance. A redistribution of 
land may lead only to retrograde farming 
on inadequate holdings. 

The U.S.S.R. has developed its own way 
of resolving the dilemma. First, the land 
is taken from the landlords and transferred 
to the peasants, and then it is removed 
from the peasants’ private possession and 
a in the form of collective 
arms. 


It is true, of course, that the first step 
is political in intent, to rouse the peasant 
against the old order, while the second is 
scarcely designed for his benefit but rather 
to bring him under state control and as- 
sure agricultural supplies to the Govern- 
ment. 

Nevertheless, the Communists have a 
program whereby a real dilemma is over- 
come, in a fashion, by this disingenuous 
staging of agrarian dialectics. 


Fulfilling the Peasants’ Needs. 


A successful American policy on land 
reform must be able to excel both aspects 
of the Russian technique. We shall fail 
if we concentrate on the redistribution of 
land without thought of its further devel- 
opment, or on productivity without thought 
of its social consequences. 


Such improvements as appropriate 
mechanization, scientific irrigation, in- 
creased use of fertilizers, or even success- 
ful co-operatives and’ better agricultural 
credit facilities ultimately imply the pres- 
ence of capital, which is precisely what 
the peasant lacks. 

Any real amelioration of these agrarian 
problems seems to lie in the direction of 
greater industrialization, and a land re- 
form program or any agricultural program 
which fails to work in such a context is 
likely to be, at best, of limited value. 

The power of the Machine Age must be 
called in to redress the economic balance 
it has overthrown.

Studies of Two Artists 


GUSTAVE COURBET, by Gerstle Mack. (Knopf, 

473 pqs., $4.) 

A. H. MAURER, by Ellzabeth McCausland. {A. A. 

Wyn, 287 pqs., 9.) 

In these books two skilled toilers in the 
vineyard of critical biography of artists 
offer well-ripened fruits. Both products 
obviously have grown out of years of pa- 
tient digging by experts who have directed 
their thought toward interpretation of 
painters in terms of environments and 
pictures. 

Each author is a specialist, Gerstle Mack 
having dealt for many years with French 
artists, and Elizabeth McCausland with 
American. 

In “Courbet,” as in his well-received 
“Toulouse-Lautrec” (1938), Mr. Mack pro- 
vides a solid and factual pioneer study of 
his subject in English. The 60 halftone 
illustrations are chosen judiciously to rep- 
resent the books of Courbet, a leader of 
the nineteenth-century realist movement. 

So radically do these biographers’ styles 
of writing differ that it is difficult to as- 
sign one higher rank than the other. They 

are dissimilar, there- 
fore incomparable 
and—as the French 
say—each has the 
defects of his quali- 


ties. 
The objective, un- 
impassioned Mr. 
Mack achieves nota- 
ble lucidity and pre- 
cision of expression.

MILD X-RAYS 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Nov. 8 
(AP)—Discovery of X-rays from 
the sun was reported today. 

The discovery is a surprise. The 


sun was not supposed to be ra- | 
diating X-rays. 

The rays were reported to the 
United States Air Force sympo- 
sium on physics and medicine of 
the upper atmosphere. The rays 
were found by detectors in V-2 
and other rockets fired at White 
Sands, New Mexico. 

These X-rays are many times 
less penetrating than those the 
dentist uses to photograph the 
roots of your teeth. They do not 
come down in the atmosphere 
much lower than 50 miles over- 
head. The air absorbs them. 
They electrify (ionize) a layer of 
atmosphere that reflects radio

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 8 (AP)— 
“I want to kill myself. I, just 
killed my baby.” 

This hysterical scream by a 
young mother yesterday sent po- 
lice to a home in suburban Eagle 
Rock where they found the body 
of a 4-month-old boy in a bath- 
tub, stabbed and drowned.

PARIS, Nov. 8 (AP)—William 
N. Oatis, the Associated Press 
correspondent jailed by Commu- 
nist Czechoslovakia on charges of 
spying, was cited today to the 
60-nation United Nations Assem- 
bly by Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson as an example of the 
victims of modern tyranny. . 

Tarly in his policy statement 


on the first day of the U.N. de- 
bates, Acheson declared: 


“It was a matter of proper 
concern to the entire world re- 
cently, when foreign correspon- 
dent William Oatis, honestly seek- 
ing to report news in Czechoslo- 
Vakia, was thrown. into — prison 
without a fair trial and on the 
flimsiest of charges. 

“This man is much more than 
an individual victim of tyranny. 
He is a reminder to the world 
of how free journalism is de- 
liberately throttled by totalitarian 
regimes.” 

Oatis was sentenced to 10 years 
in prison. 

Attacks on culture, religion and 
science, Acheson said, were an 
attémpt to fore all “to conform 
to a single dogma of the all- 
powerful state.” 

The secretary continued that 
the “result is not just sterility, 
it is a damgerous subservience 
that results from thought-control 
and makes aggression possible.” 

“These calculated denials of 
basic human rights are a matter 
of concern to the world com- 
munity,” said Acheson. “Let all 
who desire peace and talk of 
their peaceful intentions demon- 
strate good faith by putting an 
end to slavery rather than seek- 
ing to extend it.” — 


KANKAKEE OFF-STREET PARKING 
PLAN BEGUN, FIRST IN ILLIKOIS 


KANKAKEE, Ill. (AP)—Kanka- 
kee, after four years of planning, 
is the first Illinois city to under- 
take a full scale off-the-street 
parking program. The city coun- 
cil has passed an ordinance pro- 
viding for issuance of $515,000 in 
revenue bonds to finance the pro- 
ject. ‘ 

The ordinance, passed by the 
council Monday night, provides 
for purchase of real estate for off- 
the-street parking, enlargement 
and improvement of present park- 
ing lots and the purchase of ad- 
ditional parking meters. 

The legality of the ordinance, 
which calls for eight new park- 
ing lots, already has been tested 
in the State Supreme Court. The 
test case was financed by mer- 
chants and Chambers of Com-|

REPORTED TO HAVE RESIGNED 


| CATRO, Nov. 8 ‘(AP)—Syria’s 
pro-Western Premier Hassan Bey 
el Kakeem was reported today to 
have resigned in a cabinet crisis 
over Western defense proposals 
for the Middle East. 
' Reliable Syrian sources here 
said they had no knowledge of 
the reported resignation but they 
believed the report to be true. 
The British-owned Arab news 
agency said in a dispatch from 
Damascus that the Premier ten-

The charges have been leveled 
repeatedly by Senator McCarthy

“will result in cleaning out the 
unfit and in ending any unjusti- 
fied suspicion ofs the fine men 
and women who work in the 
State Department.” 

Lodge, sponsor of legislation to 
set up the inquiry commission, 
said the inquiry he has in mind 
offers the only way to restore 
confidence in the State Depart- 


ment. 

He added that it is more than 
ever necessary because President 
Truman’s decision to dissolve the 
Nimitz commission “leaves the 
country again without an effec- 
tive instrument through which 
the American people’s confidence 
in their State Department can be 
restored.” 

Truman on Oct. 27 accepted 
the resignations of the members 
of that commission, which was 
headed by retired Adm. Chester 
W. Nimitz. The President said 
he was doing so because the

OMES now the season of the 
year when the mighty hunter 
goes forth, showers the coun- 
tryside with shot and shell, ..1.d 
at terrific expense in both money 
and energy, comes home with his 
quota of quail. sees 
Tired but proud and happy, he 
hands them to the Little Woman; 
simply because since the begin- 


ming of time it has been within 


man’s province to kill the game, 
woman's to cook it. Men still like 
to make like they’re providing 
food for the table through their 
skill as hunters, but as far as the 
Little Woman is concerned, times 
have changed. Game birds and 
wild animals hold no charms for 
her. What he gets is just what 
he deserves. 

So if he is smart, and w ‘s 
something to eat which will com- 
pensate for the time and expense 
involved, he will learn how to 
cook them himself. 

There are several fundamental 
rules to be remerabered about 
quail, one of the most important 
of which is that the quail is a 
dry bird, and unless it is care- 
fully treated it will taste like an 
inferior grade of wallboard. It 
should be larded generously with 
strips of bacon and basted fre- 
quently while it’s cooking. Also 
a bird should be salted well in- 
side before cooking. It makes a 
world of difference in the flavor. 
Further, its juices should be 
poured over it when it is served. 
Not gravy. Just a little salted 
hot water in the baking pan, 
which should be scraped well on 
the bottom and sides so that the 
solidified juices of the birds will 
be dissolved in the water, produc- 
ing a liquor which is a delight 
to the senses. )

Alcoholic's Wife 


By Dr. Paul Popenoe 


N alcoholic is sometimes called “his own worst enemy”; 
Av being the wife of an alcoholic is almost as bad. That’s 

the testimony of Mrs. R., and a great many other wives 
would bear witness to the same effect. 

“My husband. didn’t drive me to drink,” Mrs. R. declares, 
“but I was in almost as bad shape as he was. 

“One night when my husband didn’t come home, | lay 
awake thinking what a fix I was in. It struck me forcibly 
that even though I was not an alcoholic, I had developed 
many of the manifestation§ of the disease, as I believe most 
of the wives of alcoholics do. Let me explain. 

“Much research on alcoholism shows that nearly all 
alcoholics are filled with resentments, fears, lying, perplexities, 
a sense of insecurity and an exaggerated ego. My resentments 
and fears were as overwhelming as those of any alcoholic— 
only 1 never was able to escape from them as George did 
through his sprees. Upon examining myself a little further, I 
discovered that I had dgveloped the habit. of lying—lying to 
the children, friends, relatives, as well as to myself. I had 
begun to lie out of necessity to protect George—but gradually 
it had become a habit. 

“As for fears and a sense of-insecurity, what wife of an 
alcoholic, who has experienced years of living in a squirrel 
cage suspended in mid-air, can help developing them! The 
exaggerated ego part did not apply to me, but I had something 
just as bad if not worse—a martyr complex.” 


* * * 

FINALLY, HER HUSBAND joined Alcoholics Anony- 
mous. He was given a program of 12 steps to follow. 

“I didn’t need sobriety, but I certainly did need a new 
way of life,” Mrs. R. continuous. “I decided to take the same 
steps he did. The program gave me an anchor after years 
of wandering and emotional homelessness. I’m sure every 
wife of an alcoholic knows what I mean. 

“Let me urge every wife faced with a similar problem 
to learn all she can about the disease. She may save herself 
as well as her husband.”

Mrs. Rachel Sreprim 3 is Pi aniet Who Sets Pace for Ballet Russe Without Seeing Dancers

SLEND t blonde woman who 
A can’t see the dancers 
from whan she sits helps 
weave together the tenuous 
threads of classical and modern 
dance patterns which make up the 
Ballet Russe de Monte Carlo. 
She is Mrs. Rachel Chapman, 
Polish-born widow of an American 
newspaper man, who for 17 years 
has starred in a below-stage ca- 


. reer of ballet accompanist: From 


her piano bench in the cénter of 
a 20-piece orchestra, even though 
she can't see the surface of the 
stage, she helps guide the dancers 
through intricate choreography 
by setting a rythmic musical pace. 
The ballet is appearing this week 
at the American Theater. 

“I can see in my mind’s eye 
just what is happening ‘on stage,” 
she said in her soft voice which 
still bears a marked trace of her 
European background. “I always 
know just what steps the dancers 
are doing, whether they are just 
coming onstage or leaving. 

“An accompanist must know not 
only the music but she must 
know the mood of each dancer. 
Even though the music is marked 
in such‘a way that I could play 
it faster, I know the dancers can't 
keep up with it and so I have to 
adapt it to their own abilities.” 

- Modest, reluctant to discuss her 
own career, Mrs. Chapman has 
never aspired to an on-stage 
musical career and even though 
the ballet has been her principal 
professional interest, she has 
never studied dancing. 

“IT have always been an accom- 
panist, either for instrumentalists 
or for dancers, and that’s what I 
want to keep on being. I couldn't 
dance even if I wanted to, but 
sometimes I get so excited and 
want to help so much that I jump 
down from the piano bench and 
show them a few steps. 

“I feel as clumsy as a bear, but 
I say to the ballet master, ‘If I 
can do it, why can’t those young 
people on stage do it?’”

HE oldest of seven children, 
Mrs. Chapman started earning 
a living when she was 14, play- 
ing the piano for the old silent 
movies in Warsaw. She played 
both American and European mu- 
sic for the films, some of which 
were imported from the United 
States, and learned to improvise

RS. CHAPMAN came to the 
United States 20 years ago 
on a visit and liked it so 
much that she returned to marry 
and become an American citizen. 


“IT realized the tremendous op- 
portunities here for everyone who 
was willing to work. This is my 
country now. Poland I'd love to 
see but there’s little left that I 
knew. 

“T used to stop over and see 
some of my family whenever the 
ballet toured Europe but the last 


time I was there was in 1940.” 

As a young pianist, Mrs. Chap- 
man played accompaniments for 
her brothers and sisters and after 
she came to this country contin- 
ued in that work. But the ballet 
has now absorbed her interest 
and she sees in it one of the 
greatest art and entertainment 
media. 


“Ballet in the past 10 years has 
develaped wonderfully. It speaks 
a universal language, just like 
music, and you don’t have to 
know the language to understand 
and love it.” 


Although modern ballets have 
come into vogue, Mrs. Chapman 
said the public still wants to see

“And don’t ever think it’s 
work. The dancers are rehe 
ing constantly and they have to 
have a great deal of stamina. 
Every evening for at least an 
hour before a performance, the 
dancers are ‘warming wp.’

Although some ballet dancers 
remain in the limelight until their 
forties or fifties, the professional 
life of the average dancer is com- 
paratively short. 

“When she gets to be 30 or so, 
she begins to count the years, and 
people begin to wonder if she 
isn’t putting on too much weight 
or maybe her legs are less shape- 
ly than they were.” 

Mrs, Chapman is the widow of 
Philip Chapman, formerly tele- 
graph editor of thegNewark (N_J.) 
News, who was killed in service 
on Leyte in 1944. She became an 
American citizen in 1935. 

In 1934 she joined the Ballet 
Russe de Monte Carlo, predeces- 
sor of the present company which 
came into being four years later. 

“It is extremely hard work,” 
she said. “First of all, you have 
to be able to read by sight. Then 
you have to know and under- 
stand the mood of the choreog- 
raphy and you must understand 
the moods and abilities of each 
dancer for whom you play. 

“As a member of the orches- 
tra, I play solo parts that are 
written for the harp and occasion- 
ally play a solo concerto such as 
Tschaikowsky’s second piano con- 
certo which accompanied the Bal- 
let Imperial. 

“But I love it. I would rather 
be a good accompanist than a poor 
concert pianist.”

Need Not Be 
The Best Fed

R. S: HARRIS of Massa- 


husetts Institute of Technol- 

ogy, claims that we of this 
country have a smug attitude in 
regard to our food habits. We 
constantly say we are the best fed 
country in the world. Dr. Harris 
agrees we are the most fed, but 
~ bn not certain about our first 
claim. 


“There is no indispensable food 
and thefe is no one food pattern 
which will best nourish mankind.” 
In studying the food customs of 
many Indian tribes and others in 
Latin America, he has found that 
when sufficient food is available, 
there can be good nutrition with 
little or no meat, milk or eggs. 
Experience has shown that the 
combinations of two foods, such 
as beans with rice or corn is ef- 
fective because they are comple- 
mentary foods. It is interesting 
to find that oats which scores 
higher nutritionally than any 
other cereal food, is never com- 
bined with beans: 


Dr. Harris has no criticism of 
our American custom of eating 
our cereals as breakfast foods or 
an ingredient of bread and other 
baked products. He merely warns 
us against encouraging other na- 
tions to adopt foods that are not 
indigenous to the country.

“Blind Men Can Judge No Colors” 


HE form of this old proverb, 
T as one of our readers sends 
it in, is in itself an explana- 
tion of its significance in olden 


times, when it had Considerable | 


usage;. namely, “We do not ask 
the blind their opinion about col- 
ors.” However, the various forms 
in which it is found in its history 
of 600 years are closer to “Blind 
men should judge no colors,” 
which is Heywood’s listing in 

celebrated collection of t 
colloquialisms published in 1546. 

Shakespeare showed something 
of preoccupation with this meta- 
phor, for he used it more than 
once in his plays. In “Twelfth 
Night,” Act. I, Scene V, we find 
the clown saying, “He that is well 
hanged in this world needs to 
fear no colours.” Maria answers, 
“Make that good.” To which the 
clown retorts, “He shall see none 
to fear.” In an earlier play, 
“Henry VI,” there is a more com- 
plicated allusion: 

“If thou hadst been born blind, 
thou mightst as well have known 
all our names as thus to name the 
several colours we do wear.” 

In English the idea is on the 
record as far back as Chaucer, 
who used “hue” for color an 
spelled it “hewys.” Actually, 


however, the axiom saw its first 
usage in Latin, whence “colors” 
became the “hewys” in Chaucer’s 


poem.
